The letter of thanks was sent for 
rescuing 21 lives from the Greek steamer 
Georgios. which struck a sunken wreck 
on November 14. 


FOUR YEARS’ JAIL

Berlin, Saturday. 

For listening to foreign broadcasts, 
Willi Falke has been sentenced to four 
years’ hard labour by a Berlin special 
court. 

He was also deprived of civil rights 
and his radio set was confiscated. 

The court found that “it was dis- 
honourable for a German to listen to 
lying foreign broadcasts which form a 
main weapon against Germany.”—-B.U.P.

TOUR OF BRITISH BATTLE 


POSITIONS TODAY OCCUPIED THE BETTER PART OF 


EIGHT HOURS. 
It was snowing lightly in 


some parts, but the Premier’s 


party, which included Lord Gort and the Duke of Gloucester, 
had only to contend with a freezing temperature and biting 
winds in the two sectors which they visited. 


Thousands of troops lined up at 
various points to greet Mr. Chamber- 
lain, It was the largest concentra- 
tion of the B.E.F. forces in fighting 
order since the King’s visit last week- 
end. 

The tommies saw the Premier was 
in good humour, and there were 
many quips about his missing um- 
brella. 

Mr. Chamberlain set a fashion note 
for visitors to the B.E.F. by wearing a 
purplish suit of plus fours with puttees 
resembling the tommies’ battle dress 
puttees. 

His hat- was an old felt one which 
looked as if it had seen service in some 
of his fishing expeditions in the North. 

Mr. Chamberlain tried his hand at 
sighting a gun from one of the forts, and 
then he climbed with the aid of a rope 
to the top of a blockhouse to gaze over 
the British battle positions. 

It was getting dark when he concluded 
his tour with a visit to an R.A.F. aero- 
drome, where young pilots who had been 
in action with the enemy were lined up 
by their planes. 

Mr. Chamberlain called out good 
wishes for Christmas to all the troops 
and airmen as he walked past them. 

In the aerodrome he was shown in 
the officers’ mess part of the fuselage 
of the first Heinkel 3 brought down in 

France. It bore the black German 

cross. 

The Prime Minister listened to the 
pilot’s account of the fiight in which 
Hurricane fighters brought the German 
plane hurtling to earth, and he was then 
given a cartridge case taken from the 
wreckage as a souvenir. 

“Very fine work,” said the Prime 
Minister, “and if this is from the first 
machine brought down by the squadron 
and the first Heinkel over here, I shall 
treasure it.”

He was then shown photographs taken 
over Germany, including the Siegfried 
Line, and spoke with some of the pilots. 

He asked if our planes and equipment 
were as good as the enemy’s,, and when 
he was told they were better, he re- 
marked “That’s good.” 

He told the R.A.F. pilots and men, “TI 
am glad to have met you all, and I will 
tell them at home what good spirits you 
are in.” 

The Premier took a cup of tea at a 
travelling kitchen. After he had drunk, 
the cook washed the cup and hung it on 
a hook, writing underneath “Mr. 
Chamberlain’s mug.”

NTERNATIONAL liars now face a

But different 
phases in German submarine warfare 
from time to time vary. 

Thus, as a result of U.20 having sunk 
Lusitania during May, 1915, with the 
oss of so many non-combatant pas- 
sengers, the civilised world was 
shocked, public opinion protested 
vehemently, and Germany ordered her 
U-boat commanders (for a while) not 
to attack large passenger ships. 

Instead, the campaign became con- 
centrated chiefly against our fishing 
fleets at work off the north-east British 
coast. o ; 

Not a difficult job for a submarine! 
Taking a look through her periscope 
to make sure no warships were around, 
she then rose to the surface, main- 
tained a safe distance, and fired her 


deck-gun against some defenceless 
little vessel until it had to be aban- 
doned.

Not till the ripe moment 
would the trawler give the signal, when 
the submarine would be cast off and 
allowed to operate. 

The first full-dress attempt was made 
on June 8, out in the North Sea. Along 
came the U-boat, and C.27 manceuvred 
for position, yet things somehow went 
wrong. The enemy was too close—in 
fact she passed right over the British 
submarine and got away. 

Fifteen days later Taranaki came 
out again, this time with Lieut.-Com- 
mander Edwards in charge. Leaving 
Aberdeen, she steamed about fifty miles 
south-east and took C.24 in tow. It 
was a lovely summer's day, with excel- 
lent visibility, a slight swell and gentle 
north-east wind. 

Commanding the submarine was 
Lieut. F. H. Taylor, R.N., keen and ex- 
pectant. He took her down to 30 feet, 
whilst Edwards kept a careful look-out. 

At 9.30 a.m. nothing in sight. 

Suddenly a black object rose not far 
away, shaped itself into a conning- 
tower—a 4-inch gun immediately in 
front. Next the whale-like creature 
resolved itself into a 210-ft. U-boat. 

Men came tumbling out of the hatch, 
pointed the gun, and a shell burst about 
twenty yards ahead of Taranaki. 

Unfortunately Taylor (not aware of 
the enemy’s presence) assumed this to 
be an explosive signal from the trawler 
summoning him to show periscope and 
read a semaphore signal. Still. to make 
sure, he’ first telephoned, waited .. . 
and received this message: “Submarine 
1,500 yards away, port bow.” 

A pause. Then, “Submarine 1,000 
yards astern.” 

The exact moment had come, he gave 
orders for the hawser to be slipped 
buti i r 

“Leggo!” he ordered again.

The confounded hawser had jammed ! 
Three men tussled with it, but nothing 
could be done. Taylor telephoned the 
bad news to Edwards, then something 
else happened. The telephone ceased 
to function. 

Meanwhile on the surface the Ger- 
man had stopped, 1,000 yards off the 
trawler’s starboard beam, trimmed 
ready for instant diving, slightly sus- 
picious and smelling a trap. 

In order to encourage the enemy, and 
to simulate panic, Edwards made his 
men pretend to abandon ship, and to 
exhibit the kind of bungling likely 
when a trawler’s boat has to be shoved 
over the side in a desperate hurry. 

The ruse was working nicely, the 
German had evidently been properly 
impressed, everything turning out as 
hoped. Tense seconds sped by. 

Then Edwards looked, saw a torpedo 
with a feathery wake rushing across 
the water. A deafening explosion fol- 
lowed. 

It all occurred so quickly. After the 
telephone had failed, Taylor went 
ahead with his engines. helm hard a 
starboard, and found that Taranaki 
had evidently slipped both hawser and 
cable from the trawler’s end. 

Good! 

But C.24 was behaving strangely, be- 
came unhandy, took a dive to 38 feet 

Taylor did his best to bring her under 
control and by immense effort adjusted 
her trim. She was still not herself, 
still most awkward. 

But thanks to the cleverness and per- 
sistence of Coxswain Petty Officer A. 
Ribbons and Second Coxswain Mce- 
Cadden. the steering and trimming 
were carried out so ably that the British 
submarine never once broke surface to 
give herself away, 

Taylor, badly handicapped, kept 
raising his periscope, and glancing over 
the swell, took a good “look-see,” 
spotted the U-boat, closed her till 
within about 500 yards, then a touch 
of the helm. and he was ready for a 
beam shot.

On the way home Harrington 
Edwards and Fiirbringer had the oppor- 
tunity for a conversation as one sailor 
to another, and it was learned how 
utterly Taranaki had deceived the 
German, though U.40 was watching her 
long before contact took place. 

Fiirbringer was certainly no im- 
petuous fool, and already had been 
careful to avoid three other armed 
trawlers with a fish-carrier cruising 
together. 

Great rejoicing spread through the} 
seaports after this successful and novel 
method of trapping the U-boats. Har- 
rington Edwards has since passed away, 
but not before receiving a D.S.O. for 
the Taranaki incident, while Taylor 
was awarded the D.S.C, and each of 
the two coxswains got a D.S.M.

| Trouble Ahead | 


Now early in the last war Kapitan- 
Leutnant Schulthess, an officer of great 
skill, was operating in U-23 up the 
Baltic, whence they sent him to attack 
shipping off south-west Ireland. 

On April 30, 1915, I happened to be 
not far from those bleak Blasket 
Islands when she sank the British 
S.S. Fulgent and the Russian S.S. 
Svorono 

She returned home, had a refit, and 
on July 17 left Borkum with a total of 
thirty-four officers and men, bound for 
the Irish Atlantic coast as usual, but 
via the Fair Island Channel off 
Scotland. 

Now before 8 o'clock on the morning 
of the 20thea sea-gull might have noted 
impending trouble. In that same 
locality were the trawler Princess 
Louise towing the British submarine 
C-27 (Lieut.-Commander C. C. Dobson, 
R.N.).

It was a British torpedo which the 
Taranaki’s people watched. 

Beautifully directed, the silver fish 
ran perfectly, smote the U-boat under 
the conning tower, and simultaneously 
with a flash came the end. 

Clean, cool revenge on a dangerous 
foe before there could be time to sink 
the first trawler. 

U-40 disappeared into non-existence, 
Taranaki went full, speed ahead to- 
wards the scene, C-24 rose to the sur- 
face and sought for survivors. He 
picked up Kapitan-Leutnant G. Fiir- 
bringer, transferred him aboard the 
trawler, then looked about for any other 
survivors, rescuing one more officer and 
one petty officer. 

But of the long submarine nothing 
whatsoever remained except an odd 
bucket and a lifebuoy. And the Royal 
Navy was not sorry. U.40 chanced to 
be on her maiden voyage, having left 
Germany only five days previously, yet 
on June 19 she had almost beginner’s 
luck. 

Making a sweep across the North 
Sea, our 3rd Cruiser Squadron passed 
quite near to U.40; so near, in fact, 
that the latter fired a torpedo at 
H.M.S. Argyll, and it only just missed.

But on that day U.38 was about also, 
aimed at H.M.S. Roxburgh in the same 
squadron, scored a hit though not caus- 
ing more than temporary damage. 

Taylor had done more than bring 
about a great success; he had 
triumphed over most tantalising 
troubles.

gave the credit for one of his victims 
to another member of the flight to 
encourage them. 

Day after day he scoured the clouds 
looking for victims, and at one time, 
following the death of one of his 
closest friends, who was brought down 
in flames, he hunted the Germans so 
relentlessly that he averaged one 
“kill” a day over a long period. 

Numbers meant nothing to him, for, 
in spite of that early “cold feet” re- 
putation,- this tall, dark-haired King 
of the Skies was built in heroic mould. 

In his tiny single-seater, fighter he 
would take on half a dozen big Ger- 
man scouts with the same nonchalance 
as he would engage one machine. 

Swooping like a hawk, he would, by 
the amazing accuracy of his fire, send 
as many as three machines down at 
the same time. Some crashed in 
flames, others he literally shot to pieces 
in mid-air.

Outwardly he was unchanged. His 
skill and daring in the skies still made 
him as feared by German airmen as 
Richthofen’s famous “ Red Circus” was 
dreaded by our own pilots. 

It was still Micky Mannock who was 
the spearhead of every attack, who took

and challenged death 
most recklessly.

Yet he was almost blind in one eye, 
and had to bluff his way into the

He had a remarkable instinct for 
memorising, and in the few brief 
seconds that the examining medical 
officer uncovered the sight testing 
boards he had absorbed all the informa- 
tion necessary for him to pass. 

Despite this handicap of sight, Man- 
nock was never surprised in the air, for 
he was a master of tactics. He would 
fly in baffling zig-zags, tilting his 
machine from side to side as he scanned 
the sky for prey. 

As a lone wolf of the clouds or as a 
patrol leader he was equally effective. 
Other pilots would follow him blindly 
anywhere, watching his wings closely 
for the swift waggling motion by which 
he signalled his intention to attack. 

Then, with a half-roll and a dive, he 
would hurtle down on the enemy’s tail 
with his gun spitting death. 

In those swift aerial dog fights where 
split seconds made all the difference 
between life and death Mannock was 
in his element. 


Terror Of 
The Skies 
E would throw his 


plane into all kinds 
of crazy aerobatics as 
he climbed and dived, 
twisted and rolled among 
the clouds. spraying the 
German machines with 
lead from his Lewis gun. 

Even in these days Of infinitely 
faster and more powerfully armed 
fighting planes his achievements are 
unparalleled. Four planes in one day 
was nothing to this dare-devil British 
ace. 

He once shot down three German 
fighters in‘as many minutes and, still 
not satisfied, chased the fleeing sur- 
vivors miles behind their own lines. 

He dreaded only one thing—that he 
would be shot down in flames. 

Mannock was no coward. He did not 
fear death. Indeed he laughed in its 
grim face every day, and he took his 
life in his hands every time he set out

mind; but on the ground it would re- 
turn to plague him and he would often 
wander off alone to brood. 

Mannock’s squadron, the famous 74, 
achieved an amazing rin of victories 
from the first day they went into 
action. 

This was the historic April 12, 1918, 
on the morning of which Haig had 
issued his epic “ Back to the Wall” order 
as the Germans tried to break the Allied 
lines.

As usual, Micky Mannock was where 
the fighting was hottest, but charac- 
teristically he refused to accept the 
credit for himself, insisting that the 
whole flight should share it.

The two phrases have a 
familiar ring, and it is hard to 
think of one without the. other. 
Nevertheiess, the British Navy 
draws its own sharp distinction 
between the two, as witness the grand fight 
in which the Graf Spee was crippled and 
the strange case of Germany’s crack liner, 
Bremen, which was allowed to sneak home 
when we might have sunk her. 


Now tne Bremen was fairly sighted by one 
of our submarines, but, “ of course” she was 
not torpedoed. Those two words—‘“of 
course ”—in the Admiralty statement have 
been hotly discussed. 


I doubt whether public opinion has been so 
much divided upon any single incident since 
the war began, and it certainly is galling to 
know that the Germans are crowing with 
delight over the Bremen’s safe return. 


On the other hand, as Admiral Sir Reginald 
Bacon dryly remarked in a newspaper inter- 
view: “ There is only one law. Some people 
keep it. Others break it.” 


We kept it. Were we right to do so? I 
leave you to talk over that question among 
yourselves, but, personally, I think we were. 


IGHT or wrong in its main decision, 

the Admiralty, which never cares 

much about public opinion at home, would 

have been wiser, for the sake of public 

opinion abroad, to be more explicit about the 
Bremen. 

Americans. for instance, couldn’t swallow 
that “of course.” They know that the Ger- 
mans are sinking on sight, and they think 
our gentlemanly observance of the rules of 
warfare “makes a cockeyed war seem more 
cockeyed than ever.” 

As for the Nazis, they naturally refuse to 
believe our story at all. 


It is all the more cheering, therefore, to 
know that the same British submarine which 
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let the big liner pass unscathed afterwards | 


sank a German U-boat and torpedoed a 
German cruiser! 

When I read that and later read about the 
Graf Spee, my own feeling was that the 
Nazis were welcome to their Bremen.

R. CHAMBERLAIN, in his survey of 
Britain’s genéral position, en- 


dorsed this verdict of the League of Nations. 
He denounced the invasion of Finland in 
plain, strong words, and promised the Finns 
material assistance in the form of fighter 
planes. 

But I was very glad to see that the Premier, 
in making this denunciation, reminded the 
House of Commons once more that “ we have 
one foe and one alone—Nazi Germany.” 


He didn’t, of course, use the very words 
which formed the slogan for this page last 
Sunday, but his meaning was unmistakably 
the same. 

“It is only by concentration on our task of 
resistance to German aggression and by 
attacking this evil at the root,” said Mr. 
Chamberlain, “that we can hope to save the 
nations of Europe from the fate which must 
otherwise overtake them.” 


It was a timely warning and a necessary 
one.. No matter what Russia does or doesn’t 
do now, the whole strength of Britain and 
France will be needed to destroy “ Hitlerism.” 


e 
R. CHAMBERLAIN’S speech was 
made on the eve of the Christmas 


recess, and now Parliament has adjourned 
for a full month’s holiday. 


The MPs had their secret session; pre- 
sumably they got the questions they wanted 
to ask “off their chests” ; and, I suppose, 
they feel entitled to “take it easy” for a 
while after their strenuous labours. 


Politics must be nice work, if you can get 
it! Most of us have to be content with 
duller jobs and longer hours. And there are 
still some fourteen hundred thousand men 
and women with no work to do while their 
country is at war, and politicians talk of 
“ mobilising its utmost resources ”!

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RUMBLING seldom does much good 
and “Man o’ the People” doesn’t 
suggest that unemployment could be greatly 
—and gquickly—reduced by any Parlia- 
mentary action.
